Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda‘i announced on Friday 
that his economic plan includes 
new taxes and a reduction in 
subsidies and welfare payments 
in addition to the planned cuts in 
the government budget. The new 
taxes will be imposed on top of 
the 10 per cent surcharge agreed 
to by the Histadrut on Thursday. 

Last night the Treasury's senior 
staff met with Moda’i at his home to 
discuss the plan, which is to be 
presented today to the cabinet. 

During last week, Moda’ was 
criticized by some of his fellow 
ministers who claimed that the new 
finance minister had not given them 

aconcrete plan, but only a collection 
of measures without any clear con- 
nection between them. 

According to government sources 
the package that Moda’i will present 
will include budget cuts; the imposi- 
tion of property tax; a cut in sub- 
sidies for basic commodities that 
could total up to $350 million; and 
the proposed surcharge and compul- 
sory loan to be imposed from next 
month. 

The Treasury said that the major 
part of the $1 billion package of 
budget cuts is already agreed on by 
all ministries, except for the Educa- 
tion 

- ΜΟΔΑῚ will meet today with 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navon, 
and if no accord is reached the 
decision on the amount to be slashed 
will be referred to a committee com- 
posed of Moda'i, Prime Minister 
Peres, Vice Premier Shamir and 
Economics Minister Gad Ya'acobi.

Boese, speaking on behalf of the

CBS protests against reporter ban

WASHINGTON. - CBS News Pres- 
ident Ed Joyce has protested to 
Prime Minister Peres against Israel's 
decision on Friday to bar the CBS 
correspondent in Tel Aviv, Don 
Macneil. from accompanying other 
foreign journalists on a tour of 
Southern Lebanon. 

Israeli officials in Washington, 
clearly embarrassed by the incident 
and the extensive publicity given to it 
by the television network, privately 
cited what they said was Macneil’s 
earlier “unfair and unbalanced" 
coverage of Israel's occupation in 
Southern Lebanon. 

Two correspondents for the 


Associated Press and a correspon- 
dent and the executive editor of the 
The Times of London were removed 
from South Lebanon on Thursday by 
Lebanese militiamen acting on 
orders from an Israeli officer. 

The four journalists had travelled 
from Beirut and had been allowed to 
enter the occupied zone at an IDF 
checkpoint east of Sidon.

seemed to appear at home more 
frequently, adding. of course. to the 
general improvement of the atmos- 
phere. 

We noticed that each explosion of 
negative feelings on the part of our 
son was followed by a very long 
period of very brotherly behaviour 
towards the baby. Part of it was my 
son's natural reaction to the guilt he 
felt for having wanted to destroy her. 
But part of it was the result of the 
release of those positive feelings that 
had Jain underneath the negative 
ones, 

That was a fascinating time for all 
of us. One day my son shut himself 
up in his room for several hours and 
came out with a beautifully drawn 
chart. “This is for when you yell.” he 
informed me. and pasted it onto the 
refrigerator door. A cluster of col- 
oured dots on my chart served to 
remind me that I was overtired again 
and that my son had suffered from 
my resulting lack of patience. 

There was a time of headaches, 
stomach-aches. just about 
everything-aches. Our understand- 
ing doctor attributed them to “the 
jealousy disease." The baby’s 
earaches and teething were getting a 
lot of attention, especially at night. 
But in the morning it was her big 
brother who was “too sick τὸ get out 
of bed.” ᾿ 

ἈΠ τ ἃ few days of forcing him to 
get up 1 became worried thar he 
Teally was ill and decided to change 
my tactics. “You can stay home 
today even if you're nor sick.” { told 
him. His symptoms disappeared 
within seconds. He stayed home. 
found that nothing very exciting hap- 
pened in the house in the momings 
and hasn't been ill since then. 

When Nu-nu was over a year old I 
asked my son the artist for ἃ new 
family picture. He drew the heads of 
two parents, two children and one 
dog close together, peering out of 
the window of Grandma's apart-— 
ment. Happily. his feelings about 
places in the family appeared to have 
undergone another change. 

It is annoying when other parents 
declare proudly that their children 
have never been jealous. Although I 
don’t believe them, and consistently 
notice that these “not jealous” chil- 
dren torture their siblings unmerci- 
fully. the smugness of their parents 
drives me up a wall. 

Jealousy, hatred. and anger do not 
dissolve just because a child is not 
encouraged to demonstrate them. 
They fester and reappear in unex- 
pected and unpleasant forms. By 
legitimizing having and expressing 
such feelings in the family, we can. 
enable our. children to enjoy each

Life there has never 
been easy, and there has always been 
a strong contrast between the life 
style of Or Akiva and that ofthe 
inhabitants of the villa section of 
Caesarea, on the western side of the 
highway. close to the ruins of 
Herod's city. 

‘The luxury Dan Caesarea hotel 
and the Caesarea golf club are also 
“on the other side of the railway 
line.” and the golf club is considered 
by most Israelis to be part of the rich 
man's life. beyond the means and 
expectations of the Or Akivans. But 
changes in this stereotype and in the 
lines of demarcation have been 
made by the love of the game of golf. 
Yaish Amar of Or Akiva won the 
Sam Sharrow Golf Tournament and 
his fellow-townsmen Nissim Zmati 
and Ya'acov Avnaim were the 
“runners-up. 

An obvious question is how boys 
from 2 poor neighbourhood like Or 
Akiva get to play golf, which is 
considered to be a rich man’s sport;

“Towards the end of the 1970s we 
went to the management of the club 
and asked them if we could become 
members at reduced rates,” says 
Avnaim.

One thing is certain, though, Thursday’s events will seriously 
hamper the expanded role envisaged for the SLA by the Israeli 
authorities, particularly following the withdrawal of the Israel 
Defence Forces from South Lebanon. There can be little doubt 
that recent reports of increased numbers of Shi'ite volunteers 
joining the SLA will now not be bore out by the facts. 

Even if it was merely a coincidence that on the same day the 
U.S. embassy in Beirut suffered another massive car bomb 
attack, claiming many casualties, it is a fact that both these 
trated by increasingly fanatic elements of 
Lebanon’s Shi'ite community.
